SUCTION TRAPS DIVER 
6 HOURS IN RESERVOR 


Sam Myers Tells How He Sang 
~to “Keep From Going 


Goofy.” 
— 


By the Associated Press. * 
STOCKTON, Cal, April 16. — 
Sam Myers, deep sea diver, told to- 
day how he sang songs to “keep 
from going goofy” and called him- 
self names “to make myself be- 


have” while rescuers worked Satur- 
day to free him from the suction of 
a reservoir outlet pipe, where he 
was imprisoned for eight hours un- 
der 30 feet of water. 

Myers is receiving treatment for 
shock in a hospital. Fermers with 
a block and tackle pulled him free 
from the reservoir into which he 
had gone in diving equipment to re- 
pair the pipe. 

“At first when I got stuck I was 
a little panicky,” Myers said, “be- 
cause the pressure me to the 
pipe. Then I got hold of myself 
and figured my mates up above 
would know I was in trouble and 
get me out some w 

“It seemed a pretty! long time un- 
til help arrived and a couple of 
times I got kind of worried. I 
didn’t really get good and worried 
until they made a couple of tries 
and didn’t get me loose. — 

“Then I became panicky and had 
to call myself names to make my- 
self behave. It was a lot of relief 
when the final heave came and 
pulled me away from the pipe. I 
didn’t know much, but I knew I 
was clear and that everything was 
OK.” 

He said this was the third time he 

had been imprisoned underwater. 
The other occasions were at Tampa, 
Fla., and Alexandria, Va. 
“At Alexandria I was down six 
hours, caught under a_ timber,” 
Myers said, “and at Tampi I was 
down three hours under a tug. 
That was the worst of the lot, al- 
though I was not down so long a 
time.”

WASHINGTON, April 46. — In a 
speech to the House, Representative 
Bulwinkle (Dem.), North Carolina, 
today retracted and apologized for 
his previous statement that Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Wirt, author of the “brain 
Aruster revolution” allegations, had 
been confined to jail during the war 
because of pro-German activities. 
Wirt is Superintendent of Schools 
at Gary, Ind. 

Bulwinkle is chairman of the Spe- 
cial House Committee that is in- 
vestigating Wirt’s statements. 

Bulwinkle quoted this remark 
which he made on the floor last 
week: “He (Dr. Wirt) was not here 
to be investigated. If he had been, 
I would have gone into his private 
character. If he had been, I would 
have brought out from him the fact 
that during the war, on account of 
his pro-German activities, he was 
confined to jail at Gary, Indiana. 

Apologizes to Wirt. 

Then he added: “After a thor- 
ough investigation of the report, 
which came to me by what any- 
one would consider reliable sources, 
I am convinced that the report is 
not true, and therefore, as a man 


‘and a member of this house, after 


ascertaining that the report was 
untrue and unfounded, and in or- 
der that no injustice might be done 
to Dr. Wirt, it is my duty to cor- 
rect such statement made by me on 
the floor of the House on April 11. 
I therefore tender my apology to 
Dr. Wirt. | 

“I make this statement here to- 
day for the purpose also of showing 
that the committee was not prose- 
cuting Dr. Wirt. It wa: simply in- 
vestigating whether or not the 
statements made by Dr. Wirt, and 
read to the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce by Mr. 
Rand, were true or not.” 

Hearing Tomorrow. 

The committee expects to hear 
tomorrow six persons who attend- 
ed the dinner Sept. 1, at which Wirt 
says President Roosevelt was re- 
ferred to as “only the Kerensky” 
of a coming revolution. 

Bruere told reporters the Indi- 
ana educator’s account of the party 
was “fantastic” and “unfair.” 
Bruere said he had been a member 
of the Socialist party in 1909 and 
1910 but withdrew “because I con- 
sidered the Marxian revolutionary 
theory was not appropriate to the 
congitions of American life.”

MAJORITY OF MANILA COUNCIL

The man who hanged himself last 


|week, in his room at the Majestic 
Hotel, was identified today as J. ' 
Edward Douglas, former Shawnee, |

banks failed in November, 1932. 

He was identified by his father, 
H. T. Douglas, former Shawnee -i- 
nancier, who was convicted for his 
part in the bank failures, was sen- 
tenced to 15 years in prison and is 
at liberty on an appeal bond. 

Two Brothers Charged. 

Charges also were brought against 
two other sons, Don and H. T. 
Douglas Jr. They have sinee_ been 
dismissed as were the charges 
against J. Edward Douglas. 

The father declined at first to 
identify the body today and re- 
quested that it be shipped, without 
identification, to Windsor, Mo. How-

“Registered Week Ago. 

Edward Douglas had registered 
at the hotel last Monday, as J. C. 
Bryan of Elgin, Ill. He was last 
seen alive Wednesday night, when 
he ordered an elaborate meal and 
a number of drinks. The body was 
found Saturday when a maid forced 
her way into the room. 

Douglas lay dead on the floor, a 
piece of twine knotted about his 
neck and anothér piece fastened to 
the rod which carries the shower 
curtain. Apparently he had hanged 
himself and the twine had broken, 
whereupon fe died on the floor. 

He left note on the dresser 
which read: “I did not plan this 
way but am broke and can’t go on. 
Broke, no job, no chance for one. 
Will God and my dear family to try 
to forgive. It is a deed too vile 
for decent people. I would seem to 
think of it is better to go this 
way than some other.” 

Survivors include his father, his 
mother, Mrs. C. H. Borden of Chi- 
cago; a son, Joe Edward Douglas 
Jr., and the two brothers.

CONVICTED OF CHONG 
RUSSIAN INTO SUICIDE 


Three Men Punished for Mak- 
ing Fun of Engineer Who 
Later Killed Self. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, April 16—For liter- 
ally humiliating a young engineer 
to death, three of his superiors in 
a local factory were sentencéd to- 
day by a Moscow court to various 
terms of enforced labor. Three 
‘others were discharged from their | 
positions. 

Testimony at the trial brought 
out how a 23-year-old technician 
named Leitin, as manager of the 
smelting department of a factory 
turning out tractor parts, was con- 
fronted suddenly with the necessity 
of reorganizing his work to con- 
form withthe introduction of new 
specifications for the parts. 

He tried conscientiously to mas- 
ter the new details, but the per- 
centage of waste from his depart- 
ment continued to mount in the 
form of defective parts. 

Finally the factory’s workers, in- 
spired by the heads of the factory 
and the Communist party cell, or- 
ganied a “varnival against waste.” 
Many marched behind a band play- 
ing a funeral ‘dirge. 

They marched through Leitin’s 
department bearing a large, black 
coffin on which rested Leiten’s pho- 
tograph. Painted on the _ coffin 
were the words: “We are burying 
the waste and waste producers.” 

Leitih went home, ed his 
throat with a razor and died. 

His act could hardly be con- 
doned by the Communist party, of 
which he was the candidate, said 
the newspaper. 2ravda, which con- 
tended he should have defended 
himself in a true Bolshevik manner. 
However, the newspaper declared, 
such methods as those of Ahe “car- 
nival” to persecute such a diligent 
worker could not be tolerated.

A major engagement that may 
prove the turning point in the Gran 
Chaco warfare between Bolivia and 
Paraguay was reported here today 
in the Conchita-Pilcomayo sector, 
Reports of the casualties conflicted. 
Fierce fighting developed several 


days ago when Paraguayan forces 
moved from three angles on Fort 
Ballivian, on the shore of the Pil- 
comayo River. This is , Bolivia's 
most southerly outpost. 
It has long been maintained - by 
observers that when fighting cen- 
tered in this area it might become 
a turning point in a struggle which 
has flared intermittently for 50 
years, 
The Bolivian Army has retreated 
systematically toward the general 
area of Fort Ballivian since the 
crushing of the main Bolivian battle 
line at Fort Saavedra last Decem- 
ber.. 
Should the fort fall, Paraguay is 
not expected to press the drive 
farther and, should Bolivia hold it, 
no new Bolivian offensive is gen- 
erally antic'pated. 
The Paraguayan Ministry eof 
Defense announced today: 
“On Sunday our fotces advanced 
to 10 kilometers (six miles) toward 
Fort Ballivan.”

The American Legion Conference 
of Post Commanders voted yester- 
day to seek revocation of the char- 
ter of Unknown Soldier Post No. 
35, charging the post and its com- 
mander, E. H. Wright, with using 
the Legion’s name without author- 
ity in promoting a stock company 
venture at the Gayety Theater and 


issuing ee cards to ineligi- 
ble persons. 

The charges will be presented for 
action to the State Legion Execu- 


At the conference meetizg, 24 of 
26 commanders present voted to 
bring the charges. One command- 
er did not vote, and Wright merely 
voted present. The conference, 
which met at Jackson Johnson Jr. 
Post, 4160 Lindell boulevard, has 32 
members. 

Sign in Legion Colors. 

John C. Vogel, chairman, said the 
conference was informed that the 
Unknown Soldier Post had caused 
a sign reading, “Legion Gayety 
Theater” to be painted in Legion col- 
ors of blue and gold on the old 
burlesque show house at Four- 
teenth and Locust streets, and that 
a stock company had given perfor- 
mances there. April 1, 2 and 3. 

Wright said the charges were un- 
true and would be answered at the 
meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee. His theatrical venture had no 
connection with the American Le- 
gion, he said, offering the expla- 
nation that the company to which 
he subleased the theater had used 
the name “Legion Stock Company” 
for many years. 

He ordered the theater closed 
after the first performance April 1, 
he said, when the American Legion 
objected. The players gave a sec- 
ond performance, after which he 
tore up the lease and the show was 
closed. As to the other charge, he 
said all members had been admit- 
ted to his post only on presentation 
of proper credentials. The Unknown 
Soldier Post, with headquarters at 
Sherman Park Co unity Center, 
originalNy had 63 meMbers and now 
has about 35, according to Wright. 

History of Post. 

The Unknown Soldier Post, Vogel 
said, had been organized about a 
year ago by Wright, then adjutant 
and band leader of Richard Ander- 
son Post, after a Legion dispute 
with Wright over the street sale of 
tickets to the Fox theater by mem- 
bers of his band. Vogel said the 
contract with the theater was ne- 
gotiated by Wright. 

Wright served in France in the 
band of Headquarters Company of 
the 354th Infantry, Eighty-ninth Di- 
vision. 


COURT RULE ON APPEAL 
“BONDS HELD UNENFORCEABLE 


Circuit Judge Calhoun Decides 

Against Practice Requiring No- 

tice Before Offering Sureties. — 

A time-worn Circuit Court rule 
of procedure requiring that an ap- 
pellant in a lawsuit shall giye the 
opposite side at least one day’s no- 
tice in writing before submitting 
sureties on an appeal bond for ex- 
amination was held unenforceable 
by Circuit Judge Calhoun today. 
He said the rule is contrary to a 
statute which provides a bond may 
be filed within 10 days after the 
term at which an appeal has been 
taken. The rule, he said, shortens 
this time by at least one day. 

Accordingly, the Court overruled 
an objection by Walter L. Majors 
to approve of an appeal bond fur- 
nished by Mrs. Annie M. Malone, 
Negro, owner of Poro College, mak- 
er of cosmetics.

OMAHA, Neb., April 16.—Street 
car riders of two cities were with- 
out service today as cars remained 
in the barns in Omaha and Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Ia.

Protection of Worker Is 
‘ First Need. 


Ideals of social justice and their 
practical exerplification in alle- 
viating present conditions were out- 
lined this afternoon at a seminar 
under auspices of the Social Jus- 
tice Commission of St. Louis in 
West Theater No.4 of the Munic- 
ipal Auditorium. 

The program for the fourth pub- 
lic seminar arranged by the com- 
mission since its organization three 
years ago, comprised four addresses, 
dealing with the application of s0- 
cial justice to industry, race rela- 
tions, politics and international] re- 
lationships. 


Speakers were Rabbi Ferdinand | 


M. Isserman, of Temple Israel; the 


of the First Congregational Church, 
Webster Groves; the Rev. Edward 
Dowling S. J., associate editor of 
“The Queen’s Work,” and Dean A. 
G. Wehrli of Eden Theological Sem- 
inary. Dean Sidney Sweet, of 
Christ Church Cathedral, presided. 
Rabbi Isserman’s View. 

Taking up the industrial aspect 
ef social justice, Rabbi Isserman 
pointed out that the impelling urge 
“must be service to society and not 
personal gain.” ) 

Payment of a living wage was 
essential, he continued, and the just 
concept of “a living wage” embod- 
ied the assurance of security, med- 
ical and unemployment insurance, 
old-age pensions, vacation insur- 
ance, and educational opportuni- 
ties for workers’ children. 

“We should recognize that the 
machine is a blessing,” said Raobi 
Isserman, “and that its advantages 
should go toward lessening the 
hours of labor and lowering the 
price of goods. Then child labor 
can be eliminated and a job guar- 
anteed to all and life made ‘nore 
beautiful.” 

Recognition is essential also, he 
eontinued, that “exorbitant profits 
are immoral and unjust” and that 
the principle of collective bargain- 
ing “is spiritually right and cannot 
be realized through the .company 
union.” 

Race Prejudice. 

Dr. Gibson, who discussed “Race 
Prejudice,” said it was not sup- 
ported by the facts of biology or 
anthropology but caused partly by 
fallacious thinking, often taking the 
form of generalizing from particu- 
lar instances. 

“As this sort of muddled think- 
ing always marks the national psy- 
chology in time of war,” Dr. Gib- 


it lays down the best psychological 


conflicts and discriminations.” 

Racial purity today, he asserted, 
among aboriginal 
tribes in inaccessible places, while 
to “pose racial purity as a national 
ideal in such a world, is to take a 
stand against the tides of destiny 
and to reap such disasters as buck- 
ing thoge tides always bring.” 

Dr. Gibson then took up in de- 
tail examples of racial discrimina- 
tion, citing the economic and social 
status of Negroes in St. Louis and 
stating that “it shows to what 
lengths the insane sentiment of race 
prejudice may go in creating con- 
ditions of social injustice.” 

“Delusion of Democracy.” 

Father Dowling, who spoke on 
“Social Justice and Politics,” said 
that “political power begets wealth” 
and asserted that the “just distri- 
bution of political powers is the road: 
to the just distribution of wealth.” 

The true meaning of democracy, 
he continued, “is the public own- 


obstacle to such ownership is the 
fatuous delusion that we are a 
democracy.” 

“Every four years we give a 
franchise to run our Government 
to one of the private major parties,” 
he said, “really a public utility cor- 
poraion of a peculiar sort. And like 
all private corporations it serves its 
private owners, even as a publicly 
owned thing would serve its own- 
ers—the public.” 

Founders of this nation, he said, 
formed the governmental structure 
on “decaying monarchie and 
oligarchic structures” and today our 
Political structures were oligarchic 
and monarchic in many of their 
cardinal elements.

OPEN VERDICT IN DEATH 
AFTER SANITARIUM FIGHT 


George Kavens Succumbed at Home 

Foliowing Struggle With Fellow 

Patient. 

A Coroner’s open verdict was re- 
turned today in the death yesterday 
of George Kavens, 582 years old, 
who was beaten about the head in a 
fight with a fellow patient at the 
City Sanitarium last Thursday 
night.

Last Monday he was trans- 
ferred to the Sanitarium for treat- 
ment for a mental disorder. On 
Friday he was removed from the 
institution by his wife against the 
advice of physicians, who recorded 
their protest on the release signed 
by Mrs. Kavens. 

Clem Schok and Ebiis Sherrifi, 
sanitarium attendants, testified that 
Kavens and the patient sharing a 
room with him engaged in two dis- 
turbances Thursday night. The at-

That afternoon 
his wife called for him, explaining, 
according to the attendants, that 
her first husband died at the sani- 
tarium and she did not want the 
second to die there.

THREE MINOR CHANGES 
IN BASKETBALL RULES 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 16—The Na- 
tional Basketball Committee of the 
United States and Canada ad- 


journed its annual meeting last 
night after making only minor al- 
terations in the rules for the 1934 
35 season. 

Of ten changes which will be writ- 
ten into the code, only three were 
of general interest and all were 
minor. One imposes a penalty for 
teams not ready to start either half, 
a technical foul for each minute of 
delay; another makes it mandatory 
for officials awarding the ball out 
of bounds to a team in its forecourt 
to hand the ball to the proper 
player instead of merely touching 
him or tossing it to him.

WHAT JAPANESE PRESS 
SAYING ABOUT U.S 


America Would Lose in Battle 
With Mikado’s_ Fleet, 
One Editor Declares, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TOKIO, April 16—The American 
Navy would be defeated if it 
crossed the Pacific Ocean in any 
war between Japan and the United 
States, says an article in the mag- 
“| azine Gendai. 
The article was written by Dr. 
Katsuj Inahara, Japanese editor 
and holder of a Phi Beta Kappa 
key. 
Inahara stated the two countries 
would never enter into a conflict 
over the Manchurian question, but 
that any war between them would 
arise from “unexpected events” re- 
sulting from the “desire of both na- 
tions for naval superiority.” 
Both America and Japan, he stat- 
ed, were preparing for the 1935 na- 
val conference and were bringing 
to the attention of their citizens 
the “approaching crisis,” which 
Inahara attributed to the earnest- 
ness with which each nation is at- 
tempting to attain sea supremacy. 
The newspaper Nichi Nichi pub- 
lished a headline reading: “The 
Evil Hands of Foreign Capital Ex- 
tend Throughout China.” 
Under this headline, the newspa- 
per called attention to the arrival 
of American Prof. Lindsay Rogers 
in Shanghai, coinciding with Chi- 
na’s efforts to collect foreign capi- 
tal to form an economic bloc. 
The newspaper Hochi charges 
that “President -Roosevelt’s Atlan- 
tic fleet activities” have a two-fold 
aim—to strain or relieve American- 
Japanese relations in order to 
sound out Tokio’s reaction to his 
Japanese policy. 
Two Tokio newspapers charge 
that two American news reel crews 
“dared” to make films of the Ha- 
kodate fortified zone during the 
recent Hakodate fire. The films, 
the newspapers stated, were for- 
warded to New York without cen- 
sorship; thus “debasing the dignity 
of the Imperial family.” 
It was learned that this charge 
is leading up to eventual censor-

The Japan Advertiser, an Ameri- 
can newspaper, has been sup- 
pressed five times in recent months 
for seemingly harmless items.

Criticism of Housing Project. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: , 
LANS are being made in St. Louis 
and other large centers of popula- 
tion where slums exist to clear them and 
build model apartments for the poor and 
middle-class people. These are admirable 
projects to get rid of the desolate slum 
districts and to give employment to thou- 
sands of skilled and unskilled workers, 
' ag their lot has been a very poor one for 
the past four years. 

Such a project is being planned for the 
_* block bounded by Eighth, Seventh, O’Fal- 

lon and Biddle streets, and is to be known 

- as the Community Gardens, This plan is 
sponsored by J. A. Wolf of the Neigh- 
borhood Association, and is to be modeled 
on plans existing in some of the Euro- 
pean centers, where large slum districts 
have been eradicated. The plans include 

the rental of these apartments from a 

minimum of $19 to $35 monthly. : 
; The writer feels that this plan of hous- 
— ing will fail, because only certain blocks 
will be picted out, leaving the newly- 
built apartments surrounded by blocks of 
shabby tenements. 

There is only one solution to this hous- 
ing problem, and that is the condemna- 
tion of the entire area, say from Jeffer- 
son avenue to the river and from Cass to 
Chouteau avenue. A condemnation 

— board, consisting of representatives of 
the city, State and Federal Government, 
should assess the value of the property 
to be condemned. What is not used for 
apartment building should be used for a 
system of parks. 

The family of the writer owns four 
tenements in the slum districts, and the 
income from these during the past four 
years has not even been sufficient to pay 
. taxes on the property. 

Another obstacle in the success of the 
plan is the high average rental set for 
the apartments. The average rental in 
flats and apartments in the West End 
is not more than from $19 to $35 per 
month today, and the average person will 
not go into the slum districts to pay this 
kind of rent when more than 20,000 va- 
cancies exist in the West End today. 

The writer was in Vienna two years ago 
and noted some of the modern apart- 
ments built in the working men’s quar- 
ters of the city, and found their aver- 
age rental was from $9 to $12 per month. 
This is the price that will interest poor 
people and those of moderate means. 

If the project is made extensive enough 
to include the entire slum district, so 
that a square block of new modern apart- 
ments is not surrounded by a ghastly row 
of tenements, and the rentals are made 
adequate for the poor man’s pocketbook, 
the project can be assured of ultimate 
success, as it has proved in Berlin, Paris, 
Vienna and other large European cen- 
ters.

But we have had other yesterdays. We have had 
a very recent yesterday, of which today’s distress 
and desperate striving are the direct consequence. 

We have seen bankers swindle the Government, 
swindle the investing public, betray their depositary 
trust by palpable misappropriation of funds of which 
they were custodians, and we are seeing the ruin 
that followed. 

We have seen industrial leaders add millions to 
their millions by gambling in the stock of their own 
companies and defrauding their own stockholders. 

We have seen men of the highest financial and 
business repute conduct nefarious operations in the 
stock exchange and take their huge ill-gotten profits, 
leaving with the plundered public worthless paper. 

We have seen the holding company, which might 
have been a really splendid economic instrument, 
prostituted into an agency of piracy which, in the 
case of Insull, has left a train of poverty and anguish 
and murderous and suicidal blood. 

We have seen the magnificoes of corporate wealth 
corrupt public servants in every capital of every 
state in the Union. We have followed their devious 
trail even into the Cabinet of a President. 

All this and more the American people have seen. 
James M. Beck has also seen it. But if ever he 
has lifted his voice against it, we are not aware of it. 
The people have declared that the dreadful abuses 
of “that crazy decade,” as Mr. Roosevelt has phrased 
it, shall not return. 

The 12-hour day in the steel mills of his own 

Pennsylvania was among the mercenary brutalities 
of the glorious old order Mr. Beck so eloquently 
mourns, and community life in those same steel 
towns was on a bestial level, and never a word of 
reproach from James M. Beck. 
* ‘There are, or were, the sweatshops of those Penn- 
sylvania towns, where children of tender age were 
employed unconscionable hours for a pittance of a 
wage—a slavery 8Q bitterly cruel as to shock the 
nation. But James M. Beck remained unmoved, im- 
perturbable and silently approving. 

A word as to Representative Beck. His presence m 
Washington as a member of the House of Represen- 
tatives is strictly in line with the worst political tra- 
dition of the old deal. Mr. Beck has been a resident 
of Washington for many years, some of the time in 
appointive office, mostly a practicing lawyer. In 
1927, the favor of Boss-Vare descended upon him. He 
was given an address in Philadelphia—a residence 
of political convenience to seal his eligibility—and 
sent to Congress from a district where the Vare ma- 
chine left nothing to chance. It may well be that 
Mr. Beck could defy the Vare machine and be elected 
to Congress, or to any other office, on his own mer- 
its, as his own man.

We are far from. indorsing all the beliefs and prac- 
tices of the so-called New Deal.

The unprecedented powers of the 
President are distasteful to us. Nevertheless, it was 
not to be expected that, after swinging so far to the 
right as we did in the post-war era, we can always 
halt the swing back where we would like to hold it. 

Despite these misgivings and reservations, there is 
in our opinion more menace to American democracy 
in James M. Beck’s certificate of election than in all 
the dreams or schemes, rea} or imaginary, in all the 
Brain Trusts that could be recruited from all the 
college faculties of the whole country.

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A TEST FOR THE AMERICAN LEGION. 

The New York Supreme Court has ordered the re- 
instatement of the Willard Straight Post of the Amer- 
ican Legion in a decision that may very well prove 
notable in the history of that organization. This, it 
will be remembered, is the Manhattan post whose 
charter was revoked by the Legion’s National Execu- 
tive Committee because it publicly criticised Legion 
policies, including the demand for cash payment of 
the soldiers’ bonus in 1932. 

The court uses strong words. Avowedly reluctant 
to interfere with the internal government of associa- 
tions of the character of the Legion, it goes on to 
say that, when there is no other adequate remedy to 
an aggrieved party to enforce a clear legal right, the 
court’s duty is unmistakable. Accordingly, it in- 
vestigates the complaint of the banished 67 members 
and eomes to the following conclusions: The ousted 
post was denied a fair hearing on the original 
charges; it was deprived of the right of appeal in ac 
cordance with the by-laws; the expulsion was an un- 
warranted assumption of authority by the National 
Executive Committee, beyond its granted powers, un- 
sound in principle and out of harmony with the 
noble ideals for which the Legion was founded. 

The right/to dissent for the common good is as 
much a part of the American heritage as the guar- 
antees of the Bill of Rights from which it springs. 
Patriotic societies, founded to honor and carry on 
the work of those first dissenters—the Founding Fa- 
thers—should be the last to deny criticism or to 
throttle expression in their own ranks. We hope to 
see the American Legion receive this decision in 
the fine spirit in which it was given. 
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BARNSTABLE’S CLAM EXPERIMENT. 

The country has become somewhat accustomed to 
the chorus of protests from the private utilities 
against public gas, water and power projects. Now 
we may expect the uproar to be swelled by the 
shrieks of the clam fishers, for public enterprise has 
begun to menace their sacred private domain. 

It was Barnstable, Mass., that dug the first munici- 
pal clam, ati event that probably looms as large 
in that industry as does the launching of TVA ‘in 
the power field. Barnstable had wearied of its clam 
fishers’ fluctuating fortunes when dependent on na- 
ture’s uncertain bounty, so the city fathers, back 
in 1929, staked off three acres of flats and planted 
little-neck and.quahogs (round clams) therein. The 
first harvest has just been gathered, yielding a profit 
of $4586 after the total investment of $1991 had been 
deducted. The experiment is accéunted so successful 
that the municipal clam beds will at once be éx- 
panded by several acres. ;

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Child Labor T hrough the Ages 


From earliest times, children have worked, but only since Machine Age began has 
the practice become definitely evil; in medieval family economy, youthful labor 
had long hours, but seldom suffered; domestic industry increased burden; factory 
exploitation produced horrible conditions, and some phases are still to be remedied. 


By Roland G. Usher, Professor of History, Washington University. 


ANY people who are actively seeking 
M the abolition of child labor imagine 
they are attempting to get rid of a 
new and dreadful scourge which has been 
introduced recently by grasping manufac- 
turers eager to make money out of human 
suffering. The contrary is the truth. 

Child labor has always existed, and was 
the invariable rule until the nineteenth cen- 
tury. It was certainly less objectionable in 
antiquity and in the Middle Ages than today; 
more humane, less burdensome to the chil- 
dren. Its history, however, constitutes’ no 
argument for its continuance, but rather an 
additional reason for its abolition. 

Child labor in olden times referred to lit- 
tle children. People were ranked as adults 
at the age of 13 or 14. Royalty and the no- 
bility then became of age and began to reign, 
actually commanded armies in the field and 
fought in battle. As late as the seventeenth 
century, boys of 14 were elected to Parlia- 
ment in England, and Josiah Winslow was 
chosen Deputy in New England, 


Men and women seem to have reached — 


maturity earlier then than they do today. 
Edward VI, son of Henry VIII, wrote a 
diary chronicling events of state which to- 
day would do credit to a man of 30, at an 
uge when modern boys are still running 
round in ‘short trousers. At 20, William the 
Conqueror had escaped assassination three 


. times, largely by his own presence of mind, 


and had subdued his. rebellious nobles in the 
field for several years. 

In antiquity, men were thought middle- 
aged at 30-.and old and ready to retire at 
50. Men married d set up homes at 14, 
They still do in India. Indeed, it is really 
only in Europe and America that a boy or 
girl is still considered young at 18. 
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There was, therefore, no thought of child 
labor except for those under 13. But the 
very little children were promptly put to 


. work, The present day does not realize how 


difficult it was in earlier centuries to keep 
the community fed and clothed at all. Hands 
in Europe were few, the amount of labor 
needed to till the fields and make the clothes 
seemed always too much’ for the available 
hands, and every possible pair was pressed 
into service. 

But old agriculture: was crude. After the 
plowing and seeding, nothing was done until 
the harvest, so that the labor was occasional 
and not steady, which was} indeed, one of 
the main reasons for the small crops. But 
this made it easy on the children. Two 
strenuous periods a year of really hard work 
for 16 to 18 hours a day left them, neverthe- 
less, much leisure. 

But there was always wool to card and 
wash, thread to spin, cloth to weave, wash. 
and full. Wooden furniture, tools for the 
farm, harness for animals had to be made. 
Down to the seventeenth century, industry 
was in the period of famijy manufacture, 


because everything most people had was 
made, in their homes by themselves, The 


very little children were pressed relentlessly 
into service in all countries and in all ranks, 

Only a part of the manufactured goods of 
the olden time was made by regular craft 
and merchant guilds in towns. And here no 
little children were employed. But in our 


sense, the majority | of the workers were chil- 


* 


dren, for they were boys apprenticed at 
1Z or even younger. They served their mas- 
ters for seven years and then became jour- 
neymen. 

On the whole, the children suffered little 
from this labor. The hours were extremely 
long—14 to 18 hours a day from March to 
October—but even ‘the grown men and 
women do not seem to have worked in the 
Middle Ages more than part of the time, 
and with more than a minimum of energy. 
The children took their time. They had, 
moreover, nothing else of importance to do. 

Schools for the majority there were none. 
To be sure, the monasteries and convents 
had grammar schools; private 
schools were endowed by the pious and 
taught by secular teachers; but not many 
children ever attended them, considering the 
size of the population. The schools kept 
short hours per day and rather short and 
irregular terms, leaving the pupils plenty of 
time in the fields and in the home. At the 
harvest, there was no school; the teacher, 
secular, monk or nun, went to the fields 
with the rest of the community. 


When, in the seventeenth century, a new 
type of industrial organization grew up, 
called domestic industry, the children were 
included as a matter of course. In family 
industry, members of the family did all the 
processes necessary to making anything. 
They cut the wool off the sheep’s back and 
did everything until it appeared as a dress 
or a coat on mother or father. In domestic 
industry, an employer or entrepreneur 
bought the wool or raw material, carted it 
to some village, where the families in their 
homes carded it, ready for spinning; he then 
returned and carried it-to another set of 
families, who spun the yarn, and so on until 
he finally had the finished cloth. 

The system was efficient because workers 
rapidly became very skillful after doing the 
same thing a few times, and could work 
‘much faster and better. The hours were 
long, for it was all piece work. The more 
hours the family worked, the more they 
made. On the whole, the new system was 
far harder on the children than the old. 
Where the family now did only one part of 
the process, the children were forced to 
share in it, and found many of the processes 
the very limit of their strength. Hitherto, 
children had done only the easiest parts. 

Then machinery came in, and the chil 
dren were put on the machines, again as a 
matter of course. The whole family, big 
and little, merely transferred itself to the 
factory. Neither parents nor manufactur- 
ers saw any real objection. In fact, it 
seemed to them at first that the machines 
made work easier for the children; the ma- 
chine did the work, and all the child had to

BARTHOLOMEW TELLS 
HOW CITY IS CHANGING 


Shift to Suburbs Has Created 
90 Incorporated Communi- 
ties and 660 Taxing Bodies. 


Large cities may not again expe- 
rience the rapid growth of former 
years, Harland Bartholomew, engi- 
neer for the City Plan Commission, 
said in a radio address yesterday. 
Speaking on the Community Forum 
program over station KSD, Bartho- 
lomew pointed out that the auto- 
mobile has made it possible for city 
workers to have their homes in out- 
lying communities, and that the de- 
clining birth rate indicates a stabi- 
lized population by 1940. 

One result of the move toward 
suburban life, Bartholomew said, 
has been the development of 90 in- 
corporated communities and thé 
creation of 660 different taxing 
bodies in the 30-mile area about St. 
Louis. 

Effect on Industries. 


Another factor which will have 
large influence in the size and char- 
acter of cities of the future, Bar- 
tholomew said, is the question of 
whether industries will not leave 
cities because of advancing costs, 
and establish themselves in smaller 
communities where their workers 
will have an opportunity for a high- 
er standard of living. 

The pattern of St. Louis, he said, 
is changing rapidly, with a popula- 
tion not merely increasing, but 
spreading out in all directions. He 
warned, however, that without ade- 
quate control of standards of de- 
velopment there may be a decline 
in social conditions. He cited as a 
“glaring example, the sewer prob-

A TEST FOR THE AMERICAN LEGION. 

The New York Supreme Court has ordered the re 
| instatement of the Willard Straight Post of the Amer- 
ican Legion in a decision that may very well prove 
Notable in the history of that organization. This, it 
|will be remembered, is the Manhattan post whose 
|\eharter was revoked by the Legion's National Exect- 
itive Committee because it publicly criticised Legion 
| policies, including the demand for cash payment of 
the soldiers’ bonus in 1932. 

The court uses strong words. Avowedly reluctant 
te interfere with the internal government of associa- 
tions of the character of the Legion, it goes on te 
say that, when there is no other adequate remedy to 
an aggrieved party to enforce a clear legal right, the 
court's duty is unmistakable. Accordingly,  in- 
vestigates the complaint of the banished 67 members 
and eomes to the following conclusions: The ousted 
post was denied a fair hearing om the original 
charges; was deprived of the right of appeal in ac 
cordance with the by-laws; the expulsion was an un- 
| warranted assumption of authority by the National 
| Executive Committee, beyond its granted powers, un- 
/sound in principle and out of harmony with the 
noble ideals for which the Legion was founded. 

The right to dissent for the common good is as 
much a part of the American heritage as the guar- 
antees of the Bill of Rights from which it springs. 
Patriotic societies, founded to honor and carry on 
the work of those first dissenters—the Founding Fa 
thers—should be the last te deny criticism or to 
throttle expression in their own ranks. We hope to 
see the American Legion receive this decision in 
the fine spirit in which it was given.

Typical Epilepsy 
Found Caused By 


Pork Tapeworm 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


PILEPSY is in many respects 
E so important and so baffling a 

medical problem, that anything 
casting light upon it must be more 
than welcome. 

A most interesting and odd con- 
tribution to the problem has come 
from England, where Col. W. P. 
MacArthur, speaking before the 
Royal Society of Tropical Medi- 
cine and Hygiene, described es 
of typical epilepsy which ve 
been shown to be due to the inva- 
sion of the brain by the embryos of 
the pork tapeworm. 

The human body may harbor two 
types of tapeworm, namely, the 
beef and the pork variety. Only the 
pork worm, however, develops its 
embryos within the human body. 

These embryonic tapeworms may 
invade any of the tissues. They 
may be found under the skin, in the 
muscles, and in practically all the 
organs of the body. They do, how- 
ever, appear to have a_ special. 
predilection for the brain. 

Col. MacArthur reported that 
many military patients who devel- 
oped symptoms exactly like those 
associated with epilepsy of un- 
} known origin, were really victims 
of cysticercosis. Their epileptic 
seizures were caused by the inva- 
sion of the brain by the embryos of 
the pork tapeworm. 

The importance in this observa- 
tion is not that it offers any widely 
applicable explanation of epilepsy. 
Let not the reader at once jump at 
the conclusion that most or any ap- 
preciable number of these cases of 
epilepsy known to us are due te 
cysticercosis. On the contrary, the 
condition is probably relatively 
rare. . 

The value in this reported 
vation, however, lies in the fact 
that it confirms our impression that 
epilepsy is not a vpecific single dis- 
ease, but rath*r a group. |

The miserable old.man lived his 
miserable life on the principle of 
“me first; number one second, and 
if there’s anything left, I'll take 
it”; and it brought him to a- mis 
srable end, as inevitably it always 
does. 7 

In the last book of the Bible 
there are two dark phrases which 
have given rise to much conjecture 
—‘the mark of the beast” and “the 
number of the beast.” All sorts 
of theories have been devised about 
them. 

Joseph Parker, a predecessor of 
mine in the City Temple of Lon- 
don, once told his people that there 
is no mystery at all about either 
phrase. “The mark of the beast,” 
he said, “is the capital I; and the 
number of the beast is Number 
One.” His exegesis was practically 
right, at any rate. — 

If a man, or a nation, acts on the 
idea that the magic number is num- 
ber one, they are headed for dis 
aster. It is the law of the jungl 
and will end-in a beastly life, how- 
ever polished by culture or gilded 
with gold—it is so in the nature of 
things, in spite of our clever wit. 


The peril of the world today is 
Faginism, and it will bring our 
civilization where it brought old 
Fagin unless we revise our ideas of 
what the magic number of life 
really is. When a philosophy of 
life has been tried so often and al- 
ways failed, it ought to be on the, 
rubbish heap. 

The gentle-hearted Whittier wz 
right: “Love of God is Love o 
good, and to be saved is simply 
this, salvation from our  selfish- 
ness.” But, oddly enough, we still 
think that with free-wheeling and 
a streamlined car we can overcome 
all resistance and make the grade, 
self-geared. 

No, it cannot be done. No argu- 
ment is necessary; the facts of life 
prove it. God has our number, and 
by His law selfishness defeats itself. 

“Ever the magic number stands: 
“Whoever will save his life shall 
lose it: whoever will lose his life 
for my sake shall find it!”

ASUALLY considered, th e 
(Couns Women’s Christian As- 

sociation is generally looked up- 
on as mostly something in the way 
of a recreational organization, with 
the recreation so directed as to give 
a certain amount of character train- 
ing at the same time. That is true 
enough, but the activities go much 
farther afield than that. In fact, 
more emphasis is now thrown upon 
training girls in self-sufficiency, to 
take their places in life, and find 
vocations to which they are best 
adapted. 

During the present economie 
crisis a great deal of effort and 
attention has been devoted to the 
problem of finding work for girls, 
a task of vital importance to many 
who appear at the headquarters at 
1411 Locust street. This particular 
phase of the activities is in charge 
of a bureau known as the “Place- 
ment and Individual Service, which, 
during 1933, found employment for 
1550 girls. During last March alone 
163 girls were placed. — 

But in addition to finding work, 
the service helps the applicant to 
find herself. It shows her whether 
she is seeking work in the field 
best suited to her or in a too-crowd- 
ed field; it suggests that she try 
some other better suited or less- 
crowded occupation. The bureau 
tries to assist her to increase her 
skill in her chosen line of work, or 
some other occupation.’ If it cannot 
connect her immediately with a po- 
sition, it offers opportunities for 
broadening her horizon and provide 
her with new means of enjoyment.
